2. The drawings were received on March 25, 2005. These drawings are approved in part. 
Figure 3 is approved. However, Figure 1 was not approved as containing new matter as 
previously indicated in the Office action mailed June 7, 2005. 

Upon reconsideration, the drawing objection made in the Office action mailed with 
regard to the slits is withdrawn. There is no criticality specified for the orientation and/or length 
of the slits of the instant invention. Thus, one of ordinary skill in the art would be apprised of the 
use of slits and arranging slits on the bag flap in lieu of apertures for engaging a wicket.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in view of applicant's 
remarks filed August 15, 2005, the prior art of record does not teach nor fairly suggest a 
reclosable bag as claimed. Specifically, applicant argues that a slider is a special tool and that 
Arnell specifically teaches the bag can be opened "without the use of special tools". 
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Other prior art of record does not teach nor fairly suggest the claimed bag and do not 
provide motivation or suggestion therein for medications to render the claimed invention 
obvious.
